In conjunction with his efforts to reform water resources 
policies and projects, the President has asked that an 
analysis be made of alternative missions and emphases for 
the Corps of Engineers. 

There are several studies which the President's Reorganisa- 
tion Project has undertaken which will consider the funda- 
mental, long-range issues relating to Corps involvement and 
responsibilities in the Federal government — .an analysis 
of government administration and services, a study of 
natural resources functions and a study of defense support 
functions . 

While these studies are proceeding, and before they can be 
completed, the President would also like to identify high 
priority projects and programs which might benefit from 
the cooperation of the Corps cf Engineers in engineering 
and design, construction and construction management. To 
this end, we request your assistance in supplying the infor- 
mation requested on the attached questionnaire.
